Here is the Utah Senator’s 
prescription as given in a 
Senate speech: 

“For the good of the econ- 
omy, I hope the President will 
have the courage to admit 
that he has gone too far in 
his program of expanding 
federal power, federal con- 
trols, and federal spending. 

‘Specifically, I believe the 
most effective way of restor- 
ing confidence would be for 
the President to announce 
that he will oppose any new 
costly welfare programs 
which may threaten to un- 
balance the budget; that he 
will give the economy the 
widest possible latitude in 
meeting the economic prob- 
lems we now face, instead of 
trying to force solutions upon 
business by government 
edicts; that he will halt the 
great increase in the federal 
bureaucracy which is now 
adding tremendously to the 
cost of government. 

“In short, I think the Presi- 
dent would do well to admit 
the error of an economic pol- 
icy which has produced such 
bitter fruits. Only by such a 
courageous and honest action 
can the Administration re- 
store the confidence which is 
the cornerstone of economic 
activity.”

National Scene

Washington, June 44— 
Imagine that your salary is 
$8,200 a year—and you are al- 
most $30,000 in debt. 

Last year your debt in- 
creased by $390. 

This year you are adding at 
least $700 to your indebted- 
ness. 

Your friends are warning 
you that you can’t continue 
to pile up additional debt— 
that this is the road to finan- 
cial ruin. 

So you and your wife talk 
it over and decide to draw up 
a budget for next year. 

But instead of reducing ex- 
penditures—or even holding 
them at their present level— 
you decide that you will spend 
$340 more next year than this 
year. 

You reach this decision on 
the assumption —there is 
nothing definite—that you 
will receive a salary increase 
next year; therefore an in- 
crease in spending is in order. 

Little, or no, consideration 
is given to the $30,090 debt. 
The significant thing is that 


you expect to make more 
money next year—therefore 
you plan to spend it. 

Nearly everyone will agree 
that a family handling its fi- 
nances on this basis is headed 
for serious trouble. 

Yet, add seven ciphers to 
these figures—and you have 
the exact fiscal situation of 
the government under the 
Kennedy administration. 

An “agonizing reappraisal” 
of Administration policies is 
being urged upon President 
Kennedy by many members of 
Congress in order to produce 
action that will assure max- 
imum expansion of the na- 
tion’s economy. 

This is advocated irrespec- 
tive of current developments 
in the stock market, whatever 
they may be. The basic eco- 
nomic viewpoint of the Presi- 
dent is what is being dis- 
cussed. 

The idea is to encourage 
Mr. Kennedy to adopt policies 
which would remove present 
obstacles to economic growth 
and stimulate business ex- 
pansion and modernization

The stock market is the main topic of conversation these 
days. Everywhere people are asking, “What's the real trouble 
with the market?” ‘How far will the decline go?” ‘‘Sheuld | 
sell out now?” 


No one will have all the answers but there is one observa- 
tion that should be called to mind. 


Most price declines go further than expected as advances 
usually go to extremes, so it does not make much sense to: try 
to pick out some level of the Average where the decline should 
stop. But somewhere along the line emotional impulses will give 
way to the more normal habit of basic investment decisions on 
basic economic facts. 


In a period such as this, many investors become so con- 
cerned about what is going on currently that they lose their per- 
spective. They forget about the basic growth of the eccnomy, 
technological progress and new products, population factors, the 
increase in disposable income — all the underlying forces that 
produce growth from decade. to decade. 


True, the eccnomy has not continued to grow at the same 
rate of increase as it did immediately after World War Il. Never- 
theless the rate of growth has averaged 3 per cent annually in 
the last six or seven years. This is in line with our long-term his- 
terical pattern and represents very satisfactory progress despite 
the hue and cry that it should be greater. 


The background forces, which have been on the ebb for 
most of the past 6-7 years have already begun to swing te: the 
favorable side. In a few years they will begin to show greater 
strength — these forces tend to gather strength at a compound 
rate. What is now needed is the speeding up of economic acti- 
vity in response to the strengihening of the basic forces. 


At the current rate cf growth, we will find by 1965-66 to- 
tal production up some 10-15 percent. The rate of expansion in 
the ensuing years should then almost match the spectacular 
growth that followed WW Il. Then the problem will be of main- 
taining enough capacity ot meet demand, rather than that of 
excess capacity, as at present. 


The investor, as contrasted to the shert-term trader, should 
look upon this shake-out not as a calamity but as an opportuni- 
ty to buy more shares of good companies on ihe most favcrable 
appraisal basis in several years.
